The True Policy of Kentucky* 

(For the Union Piess.] 
The smoke of the mjmj ut I'i esidential can- 
vass has passed away; the public mind has 
quieted down; much that was said and 
written against the Administration is so far 
buried iu oblivion that reference to the 
• charges so frequently and persistently made 
; of corruption on the part of those adminis 
' teritig the Ciovcrnment, are now rarely 
made. There seems to be a very general 
inclination on the part of Kentuckians to 
acquiesce in the verdict of the nation, so 
emphatically pronounced ou the 8th of No- 
vember. 

We do not mean to say that the intensely 
disloyal portion of our population are snti>- 
lied with the result, or would acquiesce if 
they had the jniwer to avoid it. Ho confi- 
dence can be placed in those who are delib- 
erately traitorsto the Oovernnicnt, and they 
desire" still the success of their treason. 
Many of them, doubtless, have a sort of 
undefined hope that their cherished Confed- 
eracy may yet be established. Such men 
canii.-t be reached by argument or reason. 

There are, hftwever, thousands of think- 
ing, reasonable men who were honestly and 
patriotically opposed to th>- policy and re- 
eh-. tii.n of Mr. Lincoln, hut who now', in 
view of the indorsement ofhtopolicy by the 
ov.-iwlielmiug majority with which ho was 
re-elected, di sire no longer to present any 
opposition to what scema so decidedly the 
will of the people. 

To such men we wish to suggest some n- 
lleclions, and we nsk Kentuckians, and the 
Legislature of the St ile, which wiil in a 
few days be in session, to look calmly and 
sensibly at the situation, in view o"f the 
present condition of attain and the future 
good of the country, and to rise above all 
narrow prejudices in shaping the c our.se of 
the State, A portion of the public pressor 
Kentucky will probably say that our legis- 
lates are ablo and sullicienlly wise and 
patriotic to attend to thee legislative allairs 
without . Hi. -ions intrusion by outsiders. 

< mr confidence in the sagacity and patriot- 
ism' of the Legislature is pretty exalt, d, 
but in paying this tribute to that body we 
have the right to think, and do think, that 
they do not absorb the entire wisdom of the 
Bttate. Uesidcs, they were not elecled wiiii 
the view to legislative action based upon 
the nhanrra in public sentiment, as mani- 
fested in the recent el. ••■I ion. 

They know no more of the wishes of the 
people, in connection with the present pub- 
lic s. niiment, than do private citizens, hav- 
ing anal opportunities with them, of 
knowing what the people desire. The na- 
tion has clearly, aery cUart;/, enunciated 
these principles: 

L That (he existing rebellion against th" 
i oivrninont tAaZi be crushed, and ttaOM in 
arms against it anil seeking ils overthrow, 
be compelled to obey the Constitution and 
laws, regardless of cost. 

That it is right on the part of the <Jov- 
ernmenl to deprive the rebels of every de- 
scription of property which they may suc- 
oo— fully use In waging wmr — their iniqui- 
tous war— or in aaataining those who nutv 
be actively engaged in the rebellion. And 
that the President has done right in ooti- 
clu.iingthat the slave element in the seceded 
Slates was, by ils labor in agriculture, sus- 
taining the rebellion, and proclaiming them 
free. 

3. That the institution of slavery is a 
curse to the country socially, politically, 
morally, and religiously; aud that bavin-; 
been made the basis and corner-stone of the 
moat gigantic rebalUoB within the htotory 
of the world, it UJuet to the citizen and the 
slav.- that the institution should be abolish- 
ed. That while the military p >wer of the 
Government is put forth, simply to sustain 

the Gkyrenunent and crush the rebellion, 

the war should eea.se so soon as the rebels 
lay down their arms, become obedient to 
the law, and the L'niou la restored: and 
that no prop, sitions for peace should be 
made or considered by the President or 
Congress aside from an absolute submission 
on DM part of the rebels. That the rebels 
and the sec, d«-d States can have peace at 
once by ceasing their re hellion, other sut- 
tcttled questions to be considered after- 
wards. 

These are some of the principles embus. •! 
by the people at the polls on the Bah of No- 
vember. 

Now, hi view of these things, what is the 
I rue policy of Kentucky? Kentucky as a 
State roted against Mr. Lincoln, but that 
vote is no reason that the State will not sus- 
tain the police of the Administration. The 
rota cast was" light, scarcely '.H),000. Those 
who arc disloyal more generally voted lhan 
did the loyal, and the disloyal almost unan- 
imously voted for McClellan. Ab.oul oil.ooo 
failed to vote. It is MawB to assume that half 
those who voted for McClellan w ere disloyal, 
and that half of the loyal who voted for him 
would sustain cheerfully the Administra- 
tion, l ufortunately, many persons who 
had been truly loyal, oral L ast so regarded, 
failed to continue a hearty support to the 

Qoe a tn nteat when the negro atopped in. In 
other words, they loved the country and 

< oivernin.-nl, but they loved the negro bet- 
tor, or as well. Such men will, under no 
ctrenrnataneee, eopport the Administration 
willingly.

If w e are correct iu our calculations, (and 
they are based upon pretty extenalve infor- 
mation) at least half of the voting popula- 
tion of the State are ready to adopt the 
measures set forth, in the various procla- 
mations of the President, and acts of Con- 
gress, on the conduct of th.' war. That the 
calculations above are in the main correct, 
we are satisfied from the fact w hich is well 
known, that with few exceptions, those 
who are disallectcd to the Government, 
voted. And in a large portion of the State 
administration nu n were atraid to vote, be- 
cause of the large nutubur of guerrillas who 
w .-i e infesting the country. We are well 
satisfied that even among those most deci- 
ded, or even violent, in their opposition to 
the Slavery policy of the Government, there 
will be very little opposition In the future, 
to carrying out the expressed wish of the 
people of the entire nation. 

These questions will necessarily present 
themselves to the minds of our Governor, 
and Legislature, and while they may ig- 
nore thein, the Governor refusing to make 
any recommendation in regard to them, in 
his message to the Legislature, and the lat- 
ter to consider them in their deliberations, 
we hope they will not so fail or refuse, but 
that both Governor, aud Legislature, will 
prove themselves equal to the responsible 
positions they occupy, and by a liberal, and 
enlightened legislation, contract at least, 
the storm now sweeping over the laud. In 
order to do so they must consider, that the 
rebellion, as a practical syxtcm of abolition, 
has destroyed the Institution of Slavery. 
That the effect of the rebellion is to destroy 
it, independent of President ial proclama- 
tions, or acts of Congress, that in crushing 
the present rebellion .slavery is necessarily 
destroyed, aud that enlightened Statesmen, 
and legislators will regard ils destruction, 
as a fixed fa.-t. Re g a r d ing the institution 
in this light, the Legislature should antici- 
pate the action of Congress, at this or the 
uext session, and by a judicious course of 
action, not ..niy fail to place stumbling 
blocks ha the way of congressional action, 
but meet it in a spirit of enlightened, and 
just liberality. 

That Congress will soon amend the Con- 
stitution of the United States, declaring 
that slavery, and involuntary servitude, 
shall not exist in the United States there 
is no reasonable C.oubt. In view of this, it 
will, as we conceive, be the duty of o'ur 
L.-islature, In j istice both to the white 
and black race, few resolution, or otherwise, 



as early as convenient, to express a willing- 
ness and desire to have the quest ion prompt- 
ly acted on by the State, either through a 
convention, or her Legislature. In connec- 
tion w ith this, we conceive that it would be 
wisdom and good policy to eic.-t a Senator 
in the place of Mr. Powell, w ho would Con- 
form to the sentiment of the nation, partic- 
ularly so, as it is not known that a Repub- 
lican Senator from Kentucky would not 
represent the sentiments of his State. 

In amending the Constitution of the Uni- 
ted States, so as to rid the entire countrv of 
the institution of atorery, and applying 
such amendment 10 Kentucky, a constitu- 
tional question is presented, regarded b\- 
niany as grave and very ditlicult of solu- 
tion, so as to interf ne with what is called 
vest' d rights in slave property, and that 
such amendment, in view Oi the provisions 
of our State Constitution, can not be adopt- 
ed or sanctioned by the State without a vi- 
olation of such rights. 

We see no dillicutty in these questions. 
The frainera of the fast Constitution of Ken- 
tucky were, unfortunately, intensely pro- 
slavery. They seemed to regard slavery 
as a blessing— an institution favored b"v 
Providence. Hencethey not only engrafied 
it in the Constitution by the use of em- 
phatic lauguage, but refused to place in the 
instrument an open clause, under which 
future amendments could M expeditiously 
made; and this refusal was, us they in- 
tended it, to prevent future interleieuce 
with their cherished institution. Notwith- 
standing all this, we see no, or at least little 
difficulty, on this question, or iu any of the 
questions connected with the amendment 
of the Constitution of the United Slates. 

What was the object in framing the Na- 
tional Constitution V It was framed "in 
order to form a more perfect Union, estab- 
lish tolfffff. insure domestic tranquility, pro- 
vide for the common defense, araaiotii the 
tjcncral welfare, and secure the blessini/s of 
liberty,'' Ac. 

Article live provides for amending the 
Constitution, and whenever two-thirds of 
Congress shall deem it necessary they tkoti 
prop o a c amendments, and they shall be 
valid when ratified by three-fourths of the 
States, in the manner preserilied. 

The ^Constitution nowhere establishes 
slavery, and the only clause relative to 
slavery, is that applying to the delivery of 
fugitive slaves, in which they are styled 
persons held to labor. Slavery at the time 
Of making the Constitution, existed. No 
historicsil fact is better known, however, 
than, that the enlightened statesmen, and 
patriots who made the Constitution, did 
not regard slavery as a permanent institu- 
tion, or desire it to be so. 
T If two-thirds of both houses of Congress 
should regard slavery as an incubus upon 
the body politic, crushing down aud de- 
stroying the prosperity of the country; ii 
it Mamls in the way of a more perfect 
Union Of the States; if they deem it neces- 
sary that Slavery should cease, in tuder to 
establish justice, or t<> insure ibmicstn- 
branqnittty, or to promote the general wel- 
fare and secure the biessing of liberty, they 
Dot only have the right, but it is their duty 
to propose suuh ainendiiienls as will rid the 
country of the evil. And if the proposition 
is ratified by three-fourths ol the Stales, it 
is our duly to submit che rfully a» the 
change. The citizens of a single State ob- 
jecting, have no right ia refuse to be gov- 
erned ''- v the will of the throe fonrtha, iu 

favor of the proposition. 

Thus the whol-soine principle in Repub- 
lics, that the majoritiy must rule, prevails, 

and theeojnally inportant^prineiple in na- 
tural law, thai when we enter into a State 
of Society, we necessarily surrender some 
of our rights for the benefit of the entire 
community, of which we are a part, and 
that whenever it becomes necessary that 
we sh mid surrender still other rigiits for 
the bein ii of the entire government or peo- 
ple, Including o:ii -el vi s, we should do so 
cheerfully, willingly, gladly, as apart of 
our duty. 

Having the amendment promised by 
Congress, are will take a glance si the seem- 
ing dilticulty arising under our State con- 
stitution. 

The mode of revising the constitution of 
Kentucky, as prescribed in the ttth article, 
would require several years to bring about 
an amendment, but that mode has reference 
alone to action on the part of the citizens of 
the State, and none whatever to the ratifi- 
cation of an amendment proposed by Con- 
irre.-s to the coiislitut ion of the United 
Staies, and which may be done by an net of 
the State Legislature, in a day or an hour. 
If the amendment so ratified by the State 
is further ratified by three-fourths of the 
entire States, and it mouilies or alters any 
feature or principle of our State govern- 
ment or constitution, the change thus made 
beoomee part of the State goyerninan! as 
effectually, as legally, and as oonstitration- 
ally M though it had gone through a seven 
year's process, and been made according to 
the l-th article. We will now give mostly 
iu italics a clause in our State OOIlStitUtion, 

as follows: 

"All power is inherent in the people, and 
all free governments are founded on their 
authority, and instituted for their peace, 
safety, happiness, security, and the 
protection of property. Pbr ike nitoiiaoi - 

taenfe/ to eat ends, they have<it all times an 

inalienable and mde/eatable right t<> niter. 

re/arm, or aindish their govci niiicnt, in such 
manner as they nvop think proper.** 

This clause means something or nothing. 
If nothing, it should not be in the Consti- 
tution; if something, the people have at all 
times, even now or uext year, the right to 
alter, reframe or abolish their government. 
This right is so sacred that it is not to be 
nWened or parted with — so important that it 
is indefeasible, not to be tampered with, or 
in any way to be infringed. If this clause 
In the Constitution has any validity, (and 
It certainly has) the people have the right, 
if their government becomes oppressive, or 
requires a change, to insure their general 
prosperity, happiness or protection, to alter 
or modify without resorting to the tedious 
mode prescribed by another clause. Hav- 
ing glanced at these constitutional ques- 
tions, we now leave them. We may. in 
some ft ure article, resume the subject. In 
conclusion, we say that promptand just ac- 
tion on these questions is demanded by the 
interests of both the white and black race. 
The rebellion may be regarded as now 
making ils last, unsuccessful struggle. The 
leoedea States willsooiilie in acknowledged 
allegiance to the legitimate government of 
the country. The negro men of the State 
are mostly in the armv of ihe United States, 
and are absolutely free. Slavery in the 
State, at all times unprofitable, is now pe- 
culiarly so. The negroes at home are in a 
sort of transition state, "tjnasi" free. Many 
women and children follow their husbands 
aud fathers to the army, to eke out a miser- 
able existence, as camp followers or 
camp dependents. The status of the ne- 
gro should l>e at once settled, that they may 
^s Well as the whites) be place under prop- 
er civil regulations. Whatever may be the 
future or final policy, as to their removal 
and colonization beyond the limits of the 
Suite, it is clear that for the present, they 
must remain among us. Tneir proper 
status will not be that of citizens, but as 
hired men and women, as in Maryland. 
Establish this principle and the men re- 
maining at home and those in our armies, 
w hen they return, will be willing to labor 
as freemen. The same would be the ease 
with the freed women and children. By 
adopting this principle the women would 
be more inclined to remain at home, and 
much suffering would be avoided. 

It is to be hoped that the Convention, to 
meet in l-'raukfort ou the 1th of January, 
will duly consider all these questions aud 
adopt a platform of 'principles required by 
the unpcd'Umco of the issues which wiil 
come before it. I regret that my engage- 
ments are such that I cannoi attend the 
Convention. Many of the citizens of South- 
ern Kentucky regard that as the most im- 
portant Convention ever held iu the State. 
May the delegates be clothed with wisdom 
and patriotism, and give such direction to 
public sentiment as to place our own great 
Commonwealth in a proper position on 
these great questions.

It is a very common opinion that in 
earlier ages of the world men in general 
pos.-e.sse.! superior ph\ sical proportions, anigf 
of a greater si/... than they are at present, 
and this notion of diminished stature and 
strength sceins t.» have been just as preva- 
lent in ancient times as at the present. Pliny 
observes of the human height that "the 
w hole race of mankind is daily becoming 
smaller," — an alarming prospect if it had 
been true, Homer more than once makes 
a very disparaging comparison between his 
iwn degenerated cotemporartes and the he- 
. >cs of ihe Trojan war. Hut all the lactsof the 
circumstances which can be brought for- 
ward on this subject tend to convince us 
that the human form has not degenerated, 
and that men of the present age are . f the 
same stature as in the beginning of the 
world. In the first place, though we read 
Iwtth in sacred and profane history of giants, 
yet they were, at the time when they lived, 
sleeiin-d as wonders, md tar above the or- 
dinary proportions ol mankind. All the re- 
mains of the human body i as bones, and 
pailbialailj the teeth* which have been 
found in the most ancient urns ard burial- 
pla.vs demonstrate this point clearly. The 
.udest coffin is to the great pyramid of 
Bygpi and Mr. Greaves observes that this 
sarcophagus hardly exceeds the size of our 
ordinary colli ns lie ing scarcely six feet and 
a half long. From looking also at the 
height of mummies which have been 
brought to this countrv, we must conclude 
that those whoiuhabited Kygpt two or three 
thousand years ago were not superior in 
sue to the pres.-nt inhabitants of that coun- 
try. Lastly, all the facts which we can 
collec t from ancient works of art, from ar- 
mor, as hemlets and breastplates, or from 
buildings designed for tbe abode and ac- 
commodation of men, concur in strength- 
ening the proofs against any decay in nature. 
That man is uot degenerated in stature in 
consequence of the effects of civilization is 
clear, because the inhabitants of savage 
countries, as the natives of America, Afri- 
ca, Australia, or South Sea Islands, do not 
exceed us in size.

Take au example: For forty years the jhh> 
pie of Kentucky got along with their -pe- 
culiar institution" very well, with a recog- 
nition of the fact that a colored skin was 
not, ex necessitate, a presumption of slavery. 
Rut under our present code this is reversed, 
for under it a dark colored skin is pre- 
sumptive evidence that a man is a slave. 
And among the slaves whose |>osition is 
well known the laws prohibit him from 
power to sue. Iloth of these laws are di- 
rectly antagonistic to the interests of agri- 
culturists, and l»oth should l>e changed. 
The negro should not be condemned to 
shivery simply because his skin is black, 
and he may not, for the time U'ing, be able 
to establish his freedom. Aud there are 
hundreds of slave owners *vho are per- 
fectly willing to pay wages to their 
negroes, but the slave has no other 
security in the contract than the in- 
tegrity of ihe master. We are per- 
suaded that a vast benefit would bo con- 
ferred on the agricultural interests by re- 
coizni/ing the negro as a man capable of 
contract. The

least this recognition of the necessities of 
the farmers. All possible means should be 
resorted to for replenishing the present ex- 
hausted resources of laborers.

Although* the festering virus of pro- 
slavery sentiment seems to have produced 
softening of the brain in our unlucky 
Governor, yet it is to be noted as a very 
striking sign of the times that he admits 
the necesssity of some legislative action in 
regard to slavery. He declares that the in- 
stitution is ruined, and that what little re- 
mains of it is "not only effete but ImifM 
aame." That "it exists in name to a limited 
extent, but not in interest." 

Now what is his plan of removing this 
burden; this dead carcass? If it were done 
through Federal legislation, he thinks our 
nationality would M ajamajm% JIUM." 

It seems incredible that a man with an 
understanding above a school-boy's should 
recommend so ineffably silly a plan as the 
following for removing what is no longer 
an interest but an incumbrance: 

In the meantime, if our laws were so 
amended as to give slave ow ners the power 
to emancipate their slaves, and the right to 
retnin them upon fair wages, say for ten 

yearn, securing the hire as a fond to colonise 
and settle the emancipated slaves, voluntary 
emancipation would DeOOOM so general that, 
at the end of ten years, but little would be 
left of slavery to he adjusted by further ac- 
tion. This w ould avoid the injurious effects 
of a sudden breaking up and ' disrupt ion of 
this entire labor system, and would giveour 
people an opportunity to perfect, by consti- 
tutional amendment or otherw ise, such plan 

of emancipation as would noneorvo the in- 
terests of the country and humanity. 

There is one statement in this which Is 
tolerably safe: "but little would be left of 
slavery, " Ac. We should say so. Let us 
ask. why is slavery a burden? Hecause 
aMe-bodied negroes are either restive and 
unmanageable or are 'taking their fortunes 
into their own hands and "leg-bail" for 
the security of their freedom. Will such 
portions of the slave population be restored 
to contentment and docility by tho prosi t 
of laboring ten years under compulsion to 
earn money for their own expatriation? 

These slaves |, y running out of Kentucky 
now can commence earning means for their 
support and gratitltiition at once. Thev 
can become freemen in n day, and they ail 
know it. There will probably not be any 
more slave-hunting done in this country. 
Any shrewd darkey can tell the Governor 
that such a law as he recommends will 
clear the colored population, nil but crip- 
ples and imbeciles, old of the State in three 
months. This may be w hat the Governor 
designs. Hut he has a bungling way of 
telling it. We should like him to tell us, 
meanwhile, w hat "interests of the country" 
or "humanity" would be conserved by such 
a clearance? 

Another Patriot and Hero (.one.

H meet and crush rebellion's hosts, and 
m promoted for fidelity and gallantry. 

Well do we remember his appearance 
wh- 11 wo last saw- him. We were passing 
over the rough and mountainous road 
leading from Rridgeporl to Chattanooga, 
shortly after the battle of Chickumauga, 
when suddenly our hand was grasped most 
eordinlijr, and on looking round to find 
from whom the friendly greeting came, 
our eye Ml upon tie- beaming face of 
young Forrester. The Interview, though 
brief, was intensely interesting. We look- 
ed w ith pride and joy upon the noble- youth, 
to whom was entrusted the momentous 
charge of superintending the courier line, 
by which dispatches w an constantly com- 
ing to and from Kosccrans. 

We could exchange but few words, for 
he w as on pressing business ami every mo- 
ment was precious, messages were given 
and received, we grasped hands again anil 
parted. 

Aud now come the tidings of his death. 
He died young, only twenty-live years old, 
Iuit according to the true estimate of life, 
he lived long, for ho BTed nobly, faithfully, 
and he died heroically at his post of duty 

To his brother, Dr. Wm. Forrester, the 
devoted end able surgeon of the same regi 
im nt, whese valued communications have 
enriched our columns time and again, and 
to the true friends who were as rather and 
mother to the orphan youth, our heart goes 
forth in lender sympathy. They loved 
w ainily and confided generously, and their 
love and confidence were justified.

the fifteen days' truce. Everybody and 
everybody's relation an expected to settle 
up at once. 

General Hood being now safely across 
the Tennessee river, beyond all doubt, we 
await with intense interest details of his 
future movements. 

General Thomas will endeavor by all 
practicable means to prevent him at all 
events from proceeding to Charleston or 
any other point in the prospective line of 
Sherman's march.

Mr. Davis, of New York, advocated the 
amendment of the Constitution so that all 
are entitled to freedom. 

Mr. Sclumck, ol'the Committee on Milita- 
ry ntVairs, reported a bill, which passed, 
amending the law establishing an iusane 
asylum in the District of Columbia for navy 
and army officers, so as to admit insane ci- 
vilians in the Quartermaster and Commis- 
sary of Subsistence Department* on the or- 
der of the Secretary of War. 

Mr. 1 lolman introduced a preamble setting 
forth that the House, in December last, 
adopted a resolution directing the Secretary 
of War to furnish copies of the order issued 
in December, 1883. that recruita to till old 
regiments should be mustered out of the 
service with such regiments, and also di- 
recting him to furnish a copy of the letter 
addressed to Gov. Andrew, and asking the 
Secretary of War to say whether the prin- 
ciple therein contained had been applied to 
all tho soldiers mustered into old regi- 
ments. 

On motion of Mr. W'ilson, a resolution 
was adopted instructing the Committee on 
Judiciary to inquire into the expediency of 
reporting a bill to exclude the testimony of 
parties In the interest of a suit where* ad- 
ministrators, executors and guardians are 
parties. 

Mr. Grinnell introduced a resolution in- 
structing the Committee on Military Affairs 
to report at an early day on the expediency 
of a law to confiscate so much of the prop- 
perly of conscripts who fail to report lor 
duty as will secure soldiers in their stead. 

Tho House then resumed the considera- 
tion of the Senate bill prot>osing an amend- 
ment of the Constitution so as to abolish 
slavery throughout the country. 

Mr. Bliss, of Ohio, spoke of the impolicy 
and unconstitutionality of amending the 
Constitution in the manner designed. The 
changes, he contended, could only be made 
on the basis of a compromise. 

Mr. Rogers, of New York, Baid there was 
not powr in the Governmeut, by act of 
legislation, to interfere with the domain of 
any State to control slavery or. any other 
institution the control of which was not del- 
egated to the General Government. The 
institution of slavery, he repeated, belong- 
ed to the State, and no combination of men 
can by act of legislation enact a law abolish- 
ing slavery.

Friday evening at 
dusk, after over lil hours light rains, the 
weather turned cooler wilh a snow storm 
of Rome I hours duration, and Hat II ids Ji 
BaarninSj there were fully s inches snow oil 
the ground. Yesterday the weather was 
ch ar and cold, the thermometer ranging 
at about 2o, and the snow still prevailed, 
making good sleighing, but hard work for 
wheeled vehicles, or railroad trains. 

Snow has prevailed all along the upper 
Ohio, and its tribuUiries, and a sudden 
thaw, or rain would cause a freshet. At 
Cincinnati there were Pi inches snow, and 
Ihe river had risen over 3 feet on Satnrday, 
with clear, cool weather. At Pittsburg 
Friday night there was a heav y fall of 
snow, but the weather cold and clear Satur- 
day S ith 'i last water in the channel, and 
the river at n stand. 

The river at Pittsburg was falling on 
Thursday evening with I feet water in the 
channel.
